The focus for canyon funding should be on
transportation. Why is NCRA legislation being submitted before UDOT’s
proposals are presented in 2020?

As part of the transportation plan, an emergency
egress for Big Cottonwood Canyon is essential.

Aerial Solutions. Transportation plans should allow for ANY
transportation solutions, especially ones that provide an improved carbon
footprint and public safety. Gondolas should be allowed in the mix of
transportation possibilities.
